The doctrme of Minrcism in Malaya, 
which will bo so easily understdod “by any 
Enropean. Power, and readily assented to 
by all those which are friondly, may uot be 
understood at alin Siam. Siam’s claims |.

maintained, and 80 widely accepted by the 
Malays, that \it may be difficult for the 
King of Siam to understond why England 
ahould claim the privilege to exclude other 
Europun Powers from torritorial influence 
in Malaya, Fortunately it is not necessary 
to forcothat issue: on Siam, Tho Siamese 
Government,’ os we take it, has not the 
slightest wish to code any torritory, or 
any titular rights over territory, to any 
European. Power; and itis tho English 
jnterest to encourage Sinm in that resolve. 
The inevitable extension of English mining 
and trading adventure into Siamese Malaya 
is, in the present mood of Siem, quite con- 
sistont with the maintenance of Siamese 
Sovorelgnty in the districts ‘where that 
Sovoreignty is “now admitted. We may in 
shoit ‘continua . indefinitely to recognize 
Siam tsa Sovereign Power in Northern 
Malayn—but it may be none the less ad- 
sirableto mnke it clear. that such recogni- 
tion is out of friendly respect for Siam’s 
ancient claims, and that if these. were 
sought to be bartered: or assigned the 
situation would swiftly change.
